The engine compartment contains many mechanisms and fluids that may move sud¬ 
denly, become hot, or become electrically energized.

1 Make sure that the indicator on the "POWER" switch and the "READ 丫 " indicator 
are both off 

1 Keep hands, clothing and tools away from the moving fans and engine drive belt.

1 When judging the amount of oil consumption, keep in mind that the oil may 
have become diluted, making it difficult to judge the true level accurately. 

1Oil consumption: Max.1.1 qt./ 600 miles, 0.9 Imp. qt./ 600 miles (1.0 L per 1000 
km)

1 After opening and closing the drivers door, wait 10 seconds and then attempt to 
start the hybrid system.

1 With the shift lever in P and the "POWER" switch off, open and close any door 
and then attempt to start the hybrid system.

n Chemicals in the 12-volt battery 

The 12-volt battery contain poisonous and corrosive sulfuric acid and may produce 
hydrogen gas which is flammable and explosive.

Tires should be replaced if: 

1 You have tire damage such as cuts, splits, cracks deep enough to expose the 
fabric, and bulges indicating internal damage. 

1 A tire goes flat repeatedly or cannot be properly repaired due to the size or 
location of a cut or other damage. 

If you are not sure, consult with your Lexus dealer. 

n Replacing tires and wheels 

け the ID code of the tire pressure warning valve and transmitter is not registered, 
the tire pressure warning system will not work properly. After driving for about 20 
minutes, the tire pressure warning light flashes for1 minute and stays on to indicate a 
system malfunction. 

n Tire life 

Any tire over 6 years old must be checked by a qualified technician even if it has sel¬ 
dom or never been used or damage is not obvious. 

n If the tread on snow tires wears down below 0.16 in. (4 mm) 

The effectiveness of the tires as snow tires is lost. 
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n Maximum load of tire 

Check that the number given by dividing the maximum load by 1.10 of the replace¬ 
ment tire is greater than 1/2 of the Gross Axle Weight Ratings (GAWR) of either 
the front axle or the rear axle, whichever is greater. 

For the GAWR, see the Certification Label. 
For the maximum load of the tire, see the load 
limit at maximum cold tire inflation pressure 
mentioned on the sidewall of the tire.

n Tire types 

1 Summer tires 

Summer tires are high-speed performance tires best suited to highway driving 
under dry conditions. Since summer tires do not have the same traction perfor¬ 
mance as snow tires, summer tires are inadequate for driving on snow-covered 
or icy roads. For driving on snow-covered roads or icy roads, the use of snow tires 
is recommended. When installing snow tires, be sure to replace all four tires. 

2 All season tires 

All season tires are designed to provide better traction in snow and to be ade¬ 
quate for driving in most winter conditions, as well as for use year round. All sea¬ 
son tires, however, do not have adequate traction performance compared with 
snow tires in heavy or loose snow. Also, all season tires fall short in acceleration 
and handling performance compared with summer tires in highway driving. 

3 Snow tires 

For driving on snow-covered roads or icy roads, we recommend using snow tires. 
If you need snow tires, select tires of the same size, construction and load capac¬ 
ity as the originally installed tires. Since your vehicle has radial tires as original 
equipment, make sure your snow tires also have radial construction. Do not install 
studded tires without first checking local regulations for possible restrictions. 
Snow tires should be installed on all wheels. (^R 274)

n Initializing the tire pressure warning system 

Initialize the tire pressure warning system with the tire inflation pressure adjusted to 
the specified level. 

n If you push the tire pressure warning reset switch accidentally 

If initialization is performed, adjust the tire inflation pressure to the specified level 
and initialize the tire pressure warning system again. 

n When the initialization of the tire pressure warning system has failed 

Initialization can be completed in a few minutes. However, in the following cases, 
the settings have not been recorded and the system will not operate properly. If 
repeated attempts to record tire inflation pressure settings are unsuccessful, have 
the vehicle inspected by your Lexus dealer. 

1 When operating the tire pressure warning reset button, the tire pressure warn¬ 
ing light does not flash 3 times. 

1 After carrying out the initialization procedure, the tire pressure warning light 
flashes for 1 minute then stays on after driving for 20 minutes. 

n Routine tire inflation pressure checks 

The tire pressure warning system does not replace routine tire inflation pressure 
checks. Make sure to check tire inflation pressure as part of your routine of daily 
vehicle checks.

If voltage to the discharge bulbs is insufficient, the bulbs may not come on, or may 
go out temporarily. The discharge bulbs will come on when normal power is 
restored. 

n LED light bulbs 

The headlight low beams, side turn signal lights, stop lights and high mounted stop¬ 
light consist of a number of LEDs. If any of the LEDs burn out, take your vehicle to 
your Lexus dealer to have the light replaced. 

n Condensation build-up on the inside of the lens 

Contact your Lexus dealer for more information in the following situations. Tempo¬ 
rary condensation build-up on the inside of the headlight lens does not indicate a 
malfunction. 

1 Large drops of water are built up on the inside of the lens. 

1 Water has built up inside the headlight.

A CAUTION 

n Replacing light bulbs 

1 Turn off the lights. Do not attempt to replace the bulb immediately after turning 
off the lights. 

The bulbs become very hot and may cause burns. 

1 Do not touch the glass portion of the light bulb with bare hands. Hold the bulb by 
the plastic or metal portion. 

If the bulb is scratched or dropped it may blow out or crack. 

1 Fully install light bulbs and any parts used to secure them. Failure to do so may 
result in heat damage, fire, or water entering the headlight unit. This may damage 
the headlights or cause condensation to build up on the lens. 

n Discharge headlights (if equipped) 

1 Contact your Lexus dealer before replacing discharge headlights (including light 
bulbs). 

1 Do not touch the discharge headlight's high voltage socket when the headlights 
are turned on. 

An extremely high voltage of 2000 0 V will be discharged and could result in 
serious injury or death by electric shock. 

1 Do not attempt to take apart or repair the low beam discharge headlight bulbs, 
connectors, power supply circuits, or related components. 

Doing so could result in electric shock and serious injury or death. 

n To prevent damage or fire 

Make sure bulbs are fully seated and locked. 
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
